NCA proposes ESS change 


The Niitiniiiil Cuttle men's 
Assn, has rocommonderi 
changes in agricultural 
statistical and economic 
reports which it feels would 
make tho information more 
useful and, at tho same 
tiino, save taxpayer's mo¬ 
ney. 

Tho recommendations 
wore made in a statement 
presented to the Economics 
and Statistics Service (ESS) 
of the USDA, in connection 
wiLh the ESS budgeting 
process. The statement, 
prepared by NCA’s market¬ 
ing committee, was pre¬ 
sented by Burton Eller, 
NCA vice president for 
government affairs. 

NCA said ESS should; 1) 
collect and provide only 
basic economic data for use 
by agricultural producers 
and related industries; 2) 
provide only those vital 
services and Information 
which it is not feasible for 
the private sector to 
provide; and 3) conduct 
useful and timely economic 
research which addresses 
current and prospective 
industry problems. 

NCA said ESS can make 
budget savings without 
reducing sorvlces which are 
rosily useful to mainstream 
agriculture qnd which bene¬ 
fit tho public as well. 

Basic points- made by 
NCA included: 

• • USDA should roduce or. 
elimlnato its current analy¬ 
sis and outlook information. 
It. should*' provide basic 
inventory and other data of 
1 -rise to ’ cattle' and other 


USDA should consider the 
relative importance of dif¬ 
ferent segments of agricul¬ 
ture. ff cuts must bo made, 
they should be mode in 
reports for very small 
segments of agriculture. 
Mainstream agriculture 
should have priority. At 
presont, beef cattle account 
for 23% of all farm 
marketings, but statistical 
reports on cattle represent 
only 7% of the ESS budget 
for statiutic9. 

• USDA economic re¬ 
search ehould be redirected 
so that it focuBes on current 
and prospective problems in 
agriculture. Its chief aim 
(benefiting the public as 1 
well as producers) should be 
to develop information 
which will help improve 
decision-making and pro¬ 
ductivity. It should not 
focus, as it has In recent 
times, on policy matters not 
related to an efficient agri¬ 
culture. 


The most frequently 
mentioned alter natives to 
the Delaney Clause would 
not onlirely solve the 
controversy over how the 
federal government should 
regulate the use of car- 
cinogonic food additives, 
according to the General 
Accounting Office (GAO). 


Reports CNS, at recent 
House agriculture subcom¬ 
mittee hearings, the GAO 
testified that leaving the 
clause unchanged would 
result in continued contro¬ 
versy over the accuracy of 
testing methods used to 
determine whether an addi¬ 
tive is carcinogenic. 


The Delany Clause re¬ 
quires a ban on the use in 
food in any amount of any 
additive found to cause 
cancer in laboratory ani¬ 
mals. However, the GAO 
noted that Congress does 
have the option of overrid¬ 
ing the Delaney Clause 
through legislation In in¬ 
dividual cases. 

The GAO recommended 
that Congress, in debating 
possible alternatives to the 


Delaney Clause, should 
consider that tho zero 
cancer risk required of 
additives may be impossible 
to achieve as technology 
allows scientists to find 
suspect carcinogens in 
progressively smaller con¬ 
centrations. 

Also, there is no general 
agreement on the accuracy 
and reliability of tests used 
to determine whether sub¬ 
stances cause cancer. 

The GAO cited two 
legislative options which 
would allow FDA to 
regulate carcinogenic food 
additives according to the 
risk involved in their use. 
The first would require FDA 
to ban a cancer-causing 
additive only if the risks of 
its use exceed a predeter¬ 
mined acceptable risk level. 
The second would allow 
FDA to forego a ban if the 
health risk of a carcinogenic 
additive exceeded the 
health risk of not using it. 

However, the GAO noted 
that there was no expert 
consensus as to whether 
there exists a safe/level- at 
which to permit the use of a 


carcinogenic additive. 

The tools for measuring 
risk are still being deve¬ 
loped and there is contro¬ 
versy over their accuracy, 
GAO said. In addition, 
different methods of extra¬ 
polating animal test results 
to the human population can 
produce widely different 
indications of 'the can cer 
risk an additive could ]>ose 
to humans, the GAO report 
said. 

Legislation allowing FDA 
to refrain from banning a 
carcinogenic substance 
from the food supply if the 
benefits of its use exceed 
the dangers would also 
create probelms for FDA, 
the report said. 

It said any attempt to 
weight the risk of nn 
additive against its benefits 
would involve FDA deci¬ 
sions in o series of complex 
social judgements. CAO 
said there currently are no 
generally recognized cri¬ 
teria for -quantifying the 
benefits derived from a food 
additive that could be used 
in such a risk-benefit 
decision.

Soy protein and fish 
Industry representatives, 
speaking at the recent 
livestock Marketing Con¬ 
gress ’81, urged the 
livestock and red meat 
industry to cooperate, not 
compete, for the protein 
dollar.

May. .?>, KeDy dismissed 
tiie case dnd ordered the' 
beef from cattle owned by 
the Jarboe-Laickey Feedlot 
Inc., Parsons, Kan. re¬ 
leased. He granted a 80-day 
stay to allow the govern¬ 
ment to decide whether to 
appeal. ' The government 
had sought to have the 273 
carcasses destroyed. The 
cattle had been Implanted 
with DES after an Oct. 31, 
1979, Food and Drug

The appeal notice was

meat, Kennick said. 

The meat that results 
after the pressurization may 
need special cooking in¬ 
structions and tests have yet 
to be held on the meat of 
young bulls or old dairy 
cows to see if it would be as 
tender as other beef, he 
said. 

Energy would be saved 
because the meat would be 
tenderized immediately af¬ 
ter slaughter instead of 
storing and aging it. 

“Only 60% of the 
carcasses hung in the 
cooling room ere edible and 
bones and. other inedible 
partB have to be reheated 
for rendering,” Kennick 
said. “With our system, 
boning and tenderizing 
occur before chilling and 
that reduces the material 
that has to be chilled by 
about 40%,’ 1 he said. 

Kennick estimated that 
pressure-treated, boxed 
meat from 100 animals 
could be stored in a 
warehouse where 20 car¬ 
casses would have been 
stored with the traditional 
handling method. 


The Tint'll to effectively 
reach the consumer with 
facts about beef has brought 
the beef industry closer 
together in Ihn past 18 
months than ever before, 
according to the chairman of 
the Beef Industry Council of 
the Meal Board. 

James Mullins, a farmer 
and cattle feeder from 
Cor with. Iowa, spoke at a 
recent meeting called by the 
promotion committee of the 
Reef Industry Council to 
review a total consumer 
marketing / advertising / 
promotion program for the 
beef industry. 

At the meeting, in 
addition to BfC Promotion 
Committee membors, were 
loaders of state beef 
councils and affiliated in¬ 
dustry organizations. They 
reviewed the marketing 
plan proposed by Manage¬ 
ment Horizons, Inc., a 
consulting firm retained by 
the BICin March. 

“This plan is tho culmi¬ 
nation of an effort that 
began about 18 months ago 
with the fniluro of Beofer- 
endum,” Mullins said. 
"We knew then that the 
Beeferenduin-type option 
was closed and that the 
industry would have to put 
together a promotion pro¬ 
gram state-by-state. But 
our goal was the some—to 
mount an effective, coor¬ 
dinated national program to 
build better markets for 
beef." 

The first step was finding 
out what type of program 
cattlemen wanted Mullins 
said. That was accomplish¬ 
ed when several beef 
industry organizations got 
together to sponsor a 
national Doane survey of 
cattlemen in the summer of 
1080. 

"From the Doane survey 
we learned, first, that 
cattlemen do want a strong 
national market develop¬ 
ment program, Uiat they are 
willing to invest significant¬ 
ly In it, and that they believe

it should be carried out by □ 
federation of .state beef 
councils, (he National Cat¬ 
tlemen's Assn, and the Beef 
Industry Council of the 
Meal Board." Mullins said. 

As evidence of the 
industiy-widc support for 
hoof market development, 
22 states have taken or are 
considering action to in¬ 
crease their checkoff rates, 
Mullins added. Most are 
moving to a $.26 per head 
rate, hut several arc 
considering $.50 or even 
SI.00 per head. 

The next step in bringing 
the beef industry together 
was taken in March 1981, 
when all state and national 
beef organizations conven¬ 
ed at the National Reef 
Forum to discuss ways in 
which tho industry could be 
returned lo profitability. 

"Two significant actions 
wore takon at the Hoof 
Forum,” Mullins snid. 
"First, a steering commit¬ 
tee was endorsed lo tako a 
look at the total beof 
industry, from production 
through marketing and 
retailing, with an eye 
toward increasing profit¬ 
ability wherever possible. 

"Second, the forum un¬ 
animously endorsed the 
adoption of the Beef 
Industry Council’s revenue 
development goals by July 
of 1982. These goals, which 


cnll fur n minimum stale 
checkoff rate of $.25 per 
lioad with at least 40% 
invested in the national 
program, will help provide 
the funds we will need to 
implement our marketing 
plan.” 

The plan is the result nf 
3‘ j months of work by 
Management Horizons and 
beef industry organizations, 
Mullins said. It cbIIs for a 
minimum 1982 beof indus¬ 
try investment of $7 million, 
which will be allocated for 
television, magazine, radio 
and outdoor advertising in 
tho top U.S. markets. 
Retailer tie-in materials will 
also be widely distributed. 

"[ think tho beef industry 
recognizes the urgent need 
for n long-range consumer 
marketing program like 
this," Mullins said. "Ueef 
is fncing tougher competi¬ 
tion today than perhaps 
ever before. Hut we still 
have a good product—one 
that can moot the needs of 
today’s consumer. If we 
commit ourselves to a 
consistent, coordinated na¬ 
tional program, I believe we 
can help return the industry 
to profitability. 

"The final step, then, is 
for the industiy to review 
the marketing plan, change 
it as necessary, and then 
work to generate the funds 
that wil l make it» ren! ity. ”
